The Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday 
evening decided to seek the advice of Henry S. 
Barbosa, litigation attorney, of Alhambra con¬ 
cerning action against Group W Cable TV’s latest 
.response addressing the question of whether or 
not subscribers residing in Sierra Madre should 
pay $3 per month for the remote control con- 
' verters. 

Special Counsel Charles Martin declared that 
the charge levied arbitrarily by the cable company 
is unlawful and urged citizens not to pay the 
charge. Some citizens had returned their remote 
devices to Group W; others had refused to pay the 
$3 charge for one unit, and the additional $1 for 
the second unit. 

Martin’s response in the Dec. 1 issue of the 
News, “I suggest people deduct $3 and write 
Group W, explaining that the City Council accepted 
my opinion that the $3 is illegal.” 


And for those who have already turned back 
their devices? “Ask for them back,” Martin told 
the News. 

Martin also suggested giving Group W until 
Dec. 15 to respond to a letter in which he declared 
the $3 illegal. A response was returned and Special 
Counsel Martin recommends the matter to be 
referred for litigation or acceptance of Group W’s 
response. 

Joe Biolshi, the new system manager, has 
indicated that only subscribers with non-remote 
televisions are to be charged the $3 per month 
fee. Subscribers who have televisions which were 
purchased with remote capabilities will not be 
assessed the new charge, according to Jim McRea, 
Sierra Madre city administrator. 

McRea explained, “That’s the official posi-

to be available after Jan. 7 


Beginning Jan. 7, the emergency phone system 
using the digits 911 should begin in the city of 
Sierra Madre as well as other cities in Los Angeles 
county.

Emergency calls for police, fire and the emer¬ 
gency medical unit will quickly be answered when 
citizens seeking help dial 911 from their homes, 
businesses or pay phones. 

This state-mandated emergency telephone sys¬ 
tem was to have been installed during 1983 to be 
ready at the beginning of 1984. This new unified

emergency number removes the necessity of looking 
up a number or asking the operator for help when 
an emergency arises. 

Instructions call for a person to dial 911 and 
after a few questions from the dispatcher the 
emergency service will be on its way to the caller. 

Even if the caller collapses before giving a 
name, address or phone number, he or she is 
protected by an added safeguard to the system: an 
automatic display on a monitor of the caller’s 
address and telephone number assures that emer¬ 
gency services are dispatched to the correct location. 

All pay phones will be adjusted so a dial 
tone is heard as soon as the receiver is lifted so 
that <he caller will have immediate access to the 
911 number without inserting a dime. 

Betts stresses this new system is for emergen¬ 
cies only. The old system — 355-1414 for police 
and 355-1401 for fire and medical service — will 
remain in public use, also. 


Barbara Hooker and her two sons of Sierra 
Madre have filed suit against the state and federal 
governments, charging them with the responsibility 
of her husband’s death by cutting off his Social 
Security disability benefits. 

In the actions filed last Thursday in Los Angeles 
Superior Court and in the U.S. District Court, 
Hooker is seeking $6 million in damages for the 
uicide of her husband, Laurence, on Apr. 17, 1982. 

She asks $2.5 million compensatory damages and 
$1 million punitive damages in federal court, and 
$2.5 million in compensatory damages in state 
court, she says. 

Hooker terms it a "wrongful death suit” and 
told the News this is probably the first case of its 
kind in California. “There are other class actions 
taking place all over the country. The action was 
suggested by Larry’s psychiatrist, then the American 
Civil Liberties Union called us.” 

She says her husband’s $1000-a-month benefits 
were arbitrarily and capriciously terminated. 
“Larry’s psychiatrist, a Social Security psychiatrist 


and another psychiatrist in the S.S. administration 
agreed that Larry’s paranoid schizophrenia had not 
improved. His psychiatrist warned that he was suici¬ 
dal and that his condition would likely deteriorate if 
he lost his benefits. Yet with all that information be¬ 
fore them the decision makers of the Social Security 
Administration decided he could work.” 

Laurence Hooker had received benefits since 
May, 1977, when his illness was diagnosed. He had 
held several jobs, his wife states, most of them “un¬ 
successfully.” His last job in 1975 was as a dental 
technician, she says. 

Barbara Hooker says her husband’s case was 
reviewed about then and they were not informed 
that his disability payments were being cut off. 
They were not aware of the change until after 
she discovered no more payments were being made 
into their bank account. They received the last check 
in August, 1981 and the government later ordered 
Hooker to repay more than $6000 in “improper 
benefit payments.”

Rose Float nears completion

Rotor blades revolve, a dog’s tongue wags, 
and another dog’s head moves up and down. 

Visitors to the Sierra Madre Rose Float build¬ 
ing where Sierra Madre’s 1984 entry in the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses Parade is rapidly being completed, 
will see all of this as the work of Frank Ross and 
Lee Elswood.

Persons interested in working on the float 
should report to the float building located on 
East Sierra Madre Blvd. behind Sierra Vista Park. 

Warm clothing is suggested for those working 
late afternoons and evenings. The Rose Float Associ¬ 
ation has a few Tournament of Roses official pro¬ 
grams for sale at the float building, also associ¬ 
ation buttons, T-shirts, and caps. 

According to Rose Float Association President 
Ginny Liskow, the 501C3 papers have been accepted

‘This one thing I do’ PERRET-

As 1 look backward to my experience 
of 1983 and forward to the expectations of 
1984,1 exclaim to my own surprise, “What 
have I done and what shall I do?” The 
needs of the world are so great — spiri¬ 
tually, emotionally, Intellectually, socially 
and economically — that unless we focus 
on the most Important, we seem to get en¬ 
gulfed in “these many things I dabble In.” 
The hurry and scurry of the holiday season 
almost anesthetizes, mesmerizes, and Im¬ 
mobilizes even the heartiest of us. 

Approaching the new year gives us a 
chance to adjust the focus of our lives and 
prepare for another lap In the course. The 
Apostle Paul In Phlllppians 3:13, 14 says, 
“Brethren...! have not arrived yet: but this 
one thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God In Christ Jesus.” 

We have four things here. The past, 
the prospects, the press and the prize.

“There was no money in our account; we had 
no money to buy food. They just stopped the checks. 
It was a most cruel way (to let us know). I was con¬ 
fident they would reinstate us but he (Laurence, 
her husband) wasn’t. It really did a number on us. We 
refiled for reconsideration and submitted documents 
again and still they came up with the same conclu¬ 
sion (that her husband could work). My husband’s 
lifeline was cut. His self image was nothing. He 
wanted to be able to buy food for his children and he 
couldn’t. He became very frustrated and would 
break furniture or windows. He was very unstable 
and in February the children and I took refuge in a 
shelter in Pasadena. In April he killed himself.” 

Two years ago the disability payments were 
pared down. 

Last June the Social Security Administration 
was ordered to reinstate the disability payments 
to at least 30,000 persons in the western states who 
had been cut off from the rolls. Laurence Hooker 
was one of those. In a class action suit, Judge Wil¬ 
liam Gray, U.S. District Court, found against the 
Social Security Adminstration, that they had ignored 
evidence proving that many of those who had lost 
benefits continued to suffer from severe disabilities. 

Judge Gray gave the Social Security Admini¬ 
stration 60 days in which to reinstate benefits to any¬ 
one unimproved with physicial and mental condition 
who was cut from disability rolls. The decision is 
being appealed.

Design is easy for Ty Adams 


When the ‘‘ l op Banana” in early day 
minstrel shows instructed his black-faced com¬ 
panions, “Gentlemen, be seated,” he didn’t 
have the comfort to offer them what Ty 
Adams has today.

I he design he and Cindy 
Benson came up with for the Sierra Madre 
float is another winner.

When he was an Arcadia child growing 
up he was “kind of a loner who liked to 
put things together.” He attended Anoakta 
and Highland Oaks, and the Rose Float 
was a way and a place for him to “get 
my hands dirty.” 

His industrial design knowledge has given 
him a place and a way of realizing that 
dream also. 

Although he has been out of school 
since May (after graduating from Long Beach 
State, he has already broken the champagne 
bottle over the bow of success with his 
revolutionary chair design he calls the An- 
thropom. And again, as with the Rose Float 
design, he has been able to “sec the entire 
process from the concept through production,” 
working in a three-dimensional base. 

As the Rose f loat design must be beautiful 
but also functional, his chair had to be 
"comfortable but not too comfortable.” It 
had to find “that sweet spot between being 
comfortable and not comfortable” because it 


was to be used for 24-hr. shifts by computer 
operators. Adams needed to recall ergonomics 
(the study of the human body and its pc- 
rameters, according to Adams). He also needed 
to design a handsome and operative chair. 

And, like the award-winning Volkswagen 
ads that said, “It goes uphill and it goes 
downhill,” Adams’ chair can be raised and 
lowered three inches with the help of the 
gas cylinder located on the tube between 
the chair and its feet. “It fits a small 
woman or a tall man,” he explains. 

Was this a three-year dream? No, it took 
only six months from design to actual pro¬ 
duction, Adams says. All that for a chair 
that sells from between $50()-$889~ 

This classic creature, showing the warmth 
of wood and the sleekness of metal, can be 
taken apart for reupholstering by removing 
only four bolts. 

Adams did at least 50 drawings of the 
chair arms alone. “Always in the back of my 
mind I remembered that we had to manu¬ 
facture this product so I had to be honest.” 

He continues, “We spend one-third of our 
lives in chairs. The chair must not just be¬ 
an image but must work.” 

He has his own consulting business, work¬ 
ing in his studio in Belmont Shores, for 
three years. For awhile he worked for Chas¬ 
tain, an auto access louvres maker. Then he 
freelanced for awhile before going over to 
Executive Office Concepts (EOC) with his 
Anthroporn chair. "They needed wood groups 
to match their other products leading to the 
computer age ... a chair that works for all.” 

Adams explains the role of an industrial 
designer — someone who likes to work with 
his hands and think with his mind. "In¬ 
dustrial design is visualizing form, creativity, 
common knowledge put together in perfect 
union.” An industrial designer must be “will¬ 
ing to break rules. What I like best is the 
‘handson’ aspect." 

He fits into his family well — he has 
a brother who is a scientist and a sister 
who is an artist. His parents, known to most 
Sierra Madreans, arc Ranney and Marjcan 
Adams in Arcadia.
